The number of live births in the March quarter 1998 fell by 385 or 6.3% on the previous 
quarter and was 561 or 8.9% LESS than the number in the same quarter of 1997. 


Total deaths decreased by 397 or 14.1% from the December quarter 1997, and were 77 
or 3.3% higher than the number in the March quarter 1997. 


Infant deaths in the March quarter 1998 decreased by 10 or 23.8% from the December

The total of 73,560 overseas arrivals in July 1998 was 12,230 more than in the previous 
month and 2,420 higher than in July 1997. 


In July 1998, 39,040 residents returned from short-term overseas visits, an increase of 
23.8% on June 1998. The 31,070 short-term overseas visitors arriving in Western 
Australia increased by 13.4% on June 1998, and by 0.8% on July 1997 figures. 


There were 600 residents returning to Western Australia in July 1998 after a long-term 
stay overseas. This was a 17.8% decrease on the previous month. Arrivals of long-term 
overseas visitors increased by 1,240 on June 1998, and decreased by 170 on July 1997 


figures. 


Total departures of 64,700 in July 1998 decreased by 1.6% on the previous month and 
were 6.1% lower than recorded in July 1997. 


The number of short-term departures of Western Australian residents increased by 
4.4% on June 1998, and decreased by 9.3% on July 1997 figusre. Departures of 


overseas visitors decreased by 0.7% on July 1997.
